Dear Mayor McCallion: 


I would like to take this opportunity to bring you up to date on the 
progress OWMC has made toward selecting a preferred site for Ontario's 
industrial waste treatment facilities. Also, I would like to inform you 
of an additional survey which we will be undertaking along possible access 
routes to each of the eight candidate sites beyond those areas we surveyed 


earlier. 


Since I wrote you this summer to explain our field research program - The 
Walk and Talk program - we have been collecting a great deal of detailed 
information from this field work and other sources. Personal interviews 
were conducted with 400 site and area residents and over 850 additional 
questionnaires were sent to others in the candidate site areas during our 
Walk and Talk program. The results of this program are currently being 
compiled and will be shared with citizens' groups and local residents 
beginning in the next few weeks. 


The deep bore hole drilling program on each candidate site began in August 
and drilling rigs have been almost constantly busy since that time. This 
program included consultation with local citizens’ groups and others prior 
to the drilling and participation by observers during the drilling. The 
drilling itself, which has included up to six holes on a site, will con- 
clude in the next few weeks. Our hydrogeological consultants, Gartner Lee 
Associates Limited are currently analyzing the results of that drilling 
program and will be discussing the results with local citizen's groups and 
others as soon as possible. 


This week, we are launching a survey of residents along each potential 
access route to a candidate site. This survey will be of residents beyond 
the two kilometre area around each site which was included in our work 
over the summer. The information we collect from the approximately 600 
residents, will help us to evaluate how the OWMC facilities might affect 
the community if they were to be built on the candidate site in that area. 
Approximately 500 of the questionnaires we will be sending out we will be 
asking residents to mail back to us; we will be seeking personal inter- 
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ents whom we understand may rum farming

the collection of detailed information for each of 
tes, we will be in 4 position to analyze and verify 
that information.

It is now 
evident that we are still several months away before all our field work is 
complete, the data assembled and analyzed, and a decision made on 4 


preferred site. 


We see several major areas of activity involving the public in the months 
ahead. First of all, we would like to sit down again with the people who 
provided us information in our Walk and Talk program so that we can share 
that information with them and confira that we have recorded it correctly- 
We will also very shortly be issuing 4 series of technical reports and we 
would like to take the time to review these with the public. And finally, 
we would like the opinion of the public on the factors we will be using to 
select a preferred site and we will be establishing opportunities for 


public involvement here. 


As our work continues, I will continue to keep you informed of our 
activities.

CP Rail has applied to the Canadian Transport Commission (CTC) 
to have railway operating rules changed in order that trains may be 
operated without cabooses. As this matter may be of interest to munici- 
palities served by CP Rail, I enclose, for the information of your council 
and municipal officials, a copy of CP Rail's application together with 
an executive summary. 


The application describes the technological developments that have 
led CP Rail to re-evaluate the role of the caboose in modern railway 
operations. The CTC has announced that it will hold public hearings 
to consider a testing program for cabooseless trains. 


In supplying this information, there are a number of points I would 
like to emphasize: 


1. CP Rail is seeking permission to operate freight trains without 


cabooses, wherever such operation will not reduce the safety 
of employees or the public. 


2. The basis of the application is that the role of the caboose can 
be performed, without any reduction in safety, by using modern 
railway equipment and applying modifications to existing operating 
practices. Cabooseless trains have operated successfully in the 
United States for some years. 


3s Cabooseless operations would only occur: 


(a) where adequate train inspection can be carried out by hot 
box and dragging equipment detectors, by visual checks 
made by maintenance or operating employees at trackside, 
or by the train's own crew members; 


(b) where there is no need for a tail-end crew member to provide 
warning to following trains, often called “flagging to the 
rear.” 
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4. The level of air pressure in a train's braking system is currently 
monitored by a crew member in the caboose. CP Rail proposes 
to install electronic devices on the last car of each train that 

will send a radio signal to the locomotive, giving the brake pipe 

ure reading. The device will have an additional feature 
that will indicate when the rear of the train begins to move. 
Another instrument mounted in the locomotive will indicate 
when the rear of the train has cleared a specific location such 
as a switch or grade crossing. 


1 would like to assure your council that safety is a central concern 
of CP Rail in all phases of its operations. The operation of cabooseless 
trains, as approved by the CTC, would be no exception to this policy.

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INTRODUCTION 


In the past several years there have been a number of proposals to improve transit service in 
the Greater Toronto Region. 


in October 1982 the Honourable James Snow, Minister of Transportation and Communications 
announced that the time was appropriate4or ". . . an overall co-ordinated approach to transit in 
the Greater Toronto Region.” This overall co-ordinated approach incorporated several 
elements including a proposal for a Northern east-west . . . transit corridor that would serve 
both inter-regional and local transit needs and integrate all transit systems.”

* To determine routes that should be protected for long range inter-regional rapid transit (GO- 
ALRT) within the Northern corridor. These link Oakville in the west, the Mississauga City Cen- 
tre, Brampton, the Airport, northern Etobicoke, the North York City Centre, the Scarborough 
City Centre and Pickering in the east. 


© To determine the need for providing municipal rapid transit service in the short and medium 
term using various ‘modes’ such as buses, streetcars and subways.

Thank you for your letter of September 18th 
expressing your concern with the compensation increase 
recently granted to the correctional services employees 
in the provincial civil service by an arbitration board. 
I can assure you that you are not alone in your concern. 


When the Government acceded to the wishes 
of the vast majority of public sector employees and 
unions and provided for a return to free collective 
bargaining following the expiry of the Inflation 
Restraint Act, it had to accept that arbitration 
would resume for those public sector employees who 
do not have the right to strike. While the Public 
Sector Prices and Com nsation Review Act requires 
arbitrators to cost eir awards and to consider 
the employer's ability to pay, there is no statutory 
limitation on their freedom to resolve disputes as 


they consider appropriate. 


As you are probably aware, there have 
been a number of negotiated settlements that 
have also exceeded the five per cent guideline. 
Fortunately, these have not established a pattern 
that threatens to undermine the credibility of 
our voluntary restraint program. Similarly, I 
would hope that one arbitration award would not 
be taken as evidence that excessive increases 
are becoming the norm. The fact is that the 
vast majority of settlements that have been 
reported to the Inflation Restraint Board are 
consistent with the five per cent criterion. 
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As regrettable as it is that employers 
and arbitrators occasionally breach the guideline, 
I trust this will not seriously undermine the 
ability of other public sector employers to 
negotiate settlements that are responsible in 
light of the prevailing economic conditions.

I wish to acknowledge your letter of July 19 regarding 
the proposed designation of by-law enforcement 
officers as provincial offences officers for the 
purposes of the Off-Road Vehicles Act, 1983. 


I am concerned that the legislation would apparently 
enable by-law enforcement personnel to enforce 
moving vehicle offences, to seize licence plates and 
permits, and perhaps most important, to arrest 
without warrant for certain violations. I think 
there is no precedent for clothing municipal 
employees with these powers, and I consider them 

to be inappropriate. By-law enforcement personnel 
do not have the necessary training and, in principle, 
should not be performing police functions. I believe 
that the Off-Road Vehicles Act should be enforced 

by police, who requested this legislation to better 
control the use of off-road vehicles. 


For these reasons, I am not prepared to designate 
by-law enforcement officers as provincial offences 
officers for this purpose pursuant to the Provincial 
Offences Act. I might add my view that the reference 
to “municipal law enforcement officer" should be 
deleted from the Off-Road Vehicles Act, 1983.

The fire fighting equipment and procedures at Norpak 
appeared suitable for such a facility. 


The residence was exceptionally clean and well maintained. 


The counselling, recreational, leisure, and bedroom 
facilities at the residence appeared to be excellent. 


Recommendations 


The need for the adult residences, job skiee and Life 
Skill training provided by the Association appear most 
crucial in onder that the mentally retarded achieve their 
potential as contributing members of society. 

The Panet fuéfy endorses these vbdsectives of the Assoc- 
dation and commends their apparent success. 
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It is suggested that the Association attempt to educate 
the industrial commnity as to the potential capabshities 
of the mentally retarded. This will mone fully utilize 
and support them as useful employees.

The facility, a large two storey house, was clean, however, 
owing to the Large number of people using the service, 4t 
was in need of repairs. It was noted that extensive neparts 
ane underway but that there is no rekiable provision for 
noutine maintenance/repair work. 


The 44x sighting equipment and procedures appeared suctable 
fon the facckitu. 
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Financial support for the shelter 4s 420m a number of 
government services and donations. However, 44 appears 
that there is no consistent and sustained base Level 
of funding to ensure that the service can be maintained. 


Staff members indicated that counselling 402 battered 
women is available through the shelter and other organ- 
4zations in the community, however, counselling for the 
children of battered women is lacking. The potential 
therefore remains for the cycle to be repeated in the 
next generation. 


Reconmendations 


The capacity in the region to shelter and assist battered 
women, children and indeed families 45 insufficient to 
deal with the incidence of such abuse in this community. 
The needs Should be reviewed and the response capability 
Ancneased accordingly. 


The region or municipality should provide the services 


of 4ts maintenance staff from tune to tome to assist 
these women in the maintenance of the shelter. 


The methods of funding such shelters should be revised and 
co-ordinated so that staf4 need not dikute their effect- 
dveness as counsellors. They mst actively apply for and 
seek financial assistance from the vartous government 
agencies. 
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The Panel judged that counselling for the children from 

a battered home is essential to reduce the incidence 4n 
the future and to assist the children in coping with these 
abnormalities in their lives. 

At the present time, a temporary child counsellor 45 avarckl- 
able through the United Way, but the position is transctory 
and may not be retained. Ongoing and sustained counselling 
should be provided. 


To assist the family in long term survival away from the 
battered home, folLow up programs through ecther the shelter 
on other social agencies should be considered and organized. 
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DISCUSSION 


By consensus, this Panel felt its duties could be more vakuably 
dispatched by concentrating its efforts on institutions not normally 
observed by the general public. 


Further, as witnessed by the comments cn the Inspection Panel 
neports, the Panel felt that the inspection of the physical facckities, 
while important, uas secondary to understanding and questioning the 
nole of the various institutions to the needs of the Reqion. For 
these reasons, the Panel has attempted to identify questions, 
suggestions and recommendations for consideration or action by the 
various authorities having jurisdiction. It 445 hoped that the 
Anstitutions visited, the public, and the groups focused by these 
institutions are better servedas a result of this report. 


Each agency visited appeared well qualified to handle its particular 
anea of endeavour. However, a broad philisophical approach to the 
prevention of social abherations appears to be lacking. 


White the function of the Public Institutions Inspection Panel 
appears, in the view of this Panel, to address thes cssue, the tune 
of involvement is Limited, resulting in a disjointed and Lack of 
continuous effort. 


It 44 the opinion of this Panel that a useful purpose 4s served 
in maintaining this review process. Firstly, <t provides the general 
public with an avenue to view social services provided within the 
community. Secondty, it is felt that «4 qualified experts are used 
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for this process, onty those areas of specific interest to the 
expert will be addressed, nesulting in a lack of a cohesave thrust J 
fon the entine field of social needs. teal 
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SUMMARY 


The members of this Public Institutions Inspection Panel 

ane grateful for the opportunity to participate on the Panel and 
trust that the comments and recommendations contained herein will 
be given due consideration. The experience and insight gained have 
been most valuable. ALL members of this Panel are most interested 
in receiving copies of the responses and follow-up correspondence 
nesulting from the inspections, to determine if their efforts were 
of value. 


The folowing recommendations are directed to the Ministry of 
the Attorney General to assist future Public Institution’ Inspection 
Panels and to aid in ensuring their effectiveness:

As was indicated in Mr. D. A. Crosbie's letter of July 26, 
1984, the L.L.B.0. was asked to consider your Council's 
resolution on liquor/food ratio which applies to certain 
classes of Liquor Licences issued under the Liquor Licence Act. 


The Chairman of the Liquor Licence Board now advises me that 
at a recent meeting of the Board, a motion was made to amend 
the abovementioned liquor/food ratio from 40/60 to 30/70. 
This motion was not carried. A motion to retain the present 
ratio was carried. The Board is of the opinion that before 
such an amendment can be recommended, it is necessary to 
consult with the Ontario Hotel and Motel Association, among 
others, and to undertake an extensive review of the 
liquor/food activity in licensed premises. 


The Board, however, is embarking on a comprehensive review of 
the Liquor Licence Act and its regulations. The matters you 
have raised will be considered again as a part of this review.
